I understand  Southern  Ute  requested  documentation  on  methods  currently  used  on 
Navajo  to  assess  metals  in  soils  on  agricultural  lands. 


We’ve  checked  with  several  OSCs  and  none  were  aware  of  what  standards  are  being 
used  by  the  Navajo  to  assess  ag  lands  for  metals.  They  assume  USDA  has  provided 
some  information/technical  direction  to  them  but  EPA  has  not  been  a party  to  that 
discussion.
